Superintendent and Four Chinese Are

pany blew up at 3:30 this afternoon killing 
Superintendent Charles Kennedy and four 
Chinese, the only workmen in the building 
at the time, 

Four tons of nitro-gliycerin were blown 
up, completely demolishing the building. 
The same house was badly Game@ged by an 
explosion six weeks ago and two Chinese 
were killed.

While Bridget Costello, a domestic, was 
returning from a visit to her sister in 
Jersey City, a high fence was blown down 
upon her and her skull was fractured.

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AMERICANS MUST 
TAME THE TURKS 


Journalist Stead Says New World 
Is Suited te the Task, 


WORK HAS BEEN STARTED 


United States Has Done More Than Al 
Nations Te Protect Missionaries, 


GREAT CHANGES = ACCOMPLISHED 


Missignaries from the United States 
Sowed the Seeds That Set Bul- 
garia Free anc the Spirit 
of Freedoni Is Mov- 
ing On. 


London, December o.—Writinge under date 
Of November 14th, from Constantinople, 
William T. Stead says: 

“Judged by results the Spanish war has 
made mighiy little return for a prodigious 
expenditure compared with the returns ai- 
ready realized and to be realized from the 
peaceful campaign which America is wag- 
ing in the Ottoman empire. By an expen- 
diture of hundreds of millions of dollars, 
and the sacrifice of over 2,00 men, the 
United States has succeeded in ousting 
tre moribund sovereignty of Spain from a 
couple of islands near her own shores and 
of raising a question as to her continued 
dominion in the Philippines. The results 
achieved by the infliction of hideous suf- 
fering upon the unfortunaie islanders 
whose relief was the main object of the 
war, smail though they be, represent prob- 
ably the best and quickest dividend ever 
earned by modern war. 

“Compare this result with those achieved 
by the Americans, who for the last thirty 
years have been patiently, silently labor- 
ing for the regeneration of that vast com- 
post of wrecked kingdoms, principalities 
nd nationalities called the Ottoman em- 
pire. Thirty years ago a couple of Ameri- 
cans. Christian men, with heads on their 
shoulders, settled in Turkey and set about 
teaching on American metnods the rising 
youth of the east in an institution called 
the Robert college. They had never from 
that day to this had at their command 
a greater income than’ $20,000 or $40,000 a 
year. 

“They have taken no hand in politics. 
They have abstained’ from identifying 
themselves with any sect, nationality or 
party. They have stuck to their appointed 
task, and they are still sticking to it. They 
have insisted that every student within 
‘their walls shall be thoroughly trained on 
the American principles, which, since they 
were imported by the men of the May- 
flower, have wellnigh made the tone of 
the world. They taught all these students 
five Janguages, but they never hesitated to 
proclaim that, though they ‘spoke with all 
the tongues under heaven, it was but ceor- 
ishness, unless the moral and _ spiritual 
character of the student was trained and 
molded by religious men. Moral develop- 
ment, spiritual discipline, ig the more es- 
sential part of education. ‘The true object 
of a coilege education is the development 
of the faculties and the formation of char- 
acter. That was their line and they nave 
stuck to it now for thirty-four years. 

Graduates Do Great Work. 

“With what result that American college 
is today the chief hope of the future of the 
millions who inhabit the sultan’s domintons. 
They have two hundred students in — 
college today, but ihey have trained an 
sent out into the world thousands of bright, 
-brainy young fellows who have carried 
the leaven of the American town meeting 
into all the provinces of the Ottoman em- 
Robert college men are turning up 
everywhere. If the good work gocs on, 
the alumni of this American institution 
I will be able to supply the personne: of 
the civilized administration which must 
some day supersede the barbarie horror 
that is at present misnamed the govern- 
ment of Turkey. ° 

“The one great thing done in the mak- 
ing of states in the last quarter of the 
century was ‘the creation of the Bulgarian 
principality. But the Bulgarian principali- 
ty, the resurrection of the Buigarian na- 
tionality, although materially achieved by 
the sword of the liberating and avenging 
hordes of Russia, was due primarily to 
the Robert college. It was the Americans 
who sowed the seed. It was the men of 
Robert college who took into Bulgaria the 
glad news of a good time coming, when 
Bulgaria would be free. When the Turas, 
scared by the propaganda of liberty, dc- 
ecended in savage wrath upon the helpless 
people with sword and flame and worse 
than bestial lusts to eradicate the new- 
born nationa! aspirations, it Was the Amer- 
icans who brought the whole horrible trutu 
Mr. Disraeli, the: pre-

mier of England, lied about it in his 
in parliament, not even scrupling to falsify 
dispatches ani betray the confidence of 
his own country in order to shield the 
Turk. All was in vain. Robert college mea 
yere on the spot. Their chief was in con- 
stunt communication with the ambassadors 
end journalists at Constantinople. They 
found in Mr. Pears, an English barrister 
of high standing, a correspondent of The 
Daily News, a man fearless and capalle 
enough to stand the brunt of making the 
awful exposure. What followed is a matter 
of. history. ? 

They Brought Cut the Truth. 

The revelation of the. truth ebout the 
Bulgarian massacres shattered, as by dy- 
namite, the traditional policy of Ikngland. 
Mr. Giadstone sprang into the field. The 
Russian people, moved to its depth by 
the stories of the sufferings of their breth- 
ren, could not’ be restrainéd. The ezar-iib- 
erator carried the Russisn arms in triumph 
to the verv gates of Stamboul. Nor did 
they return till by the treaty of San Stefano 
they had created that Pulgarizn princi- 
pality which had been dreamed out on 
the astral plane by the siudenis of che 
American college. 

“When the Russian army of liberation re- 
turned home after the peace was signed, 
they passed down the Bosphorus: and as 
each huge transport, crowded with the war- 
worn veterans of the Balkan baitlefields, 
steamed past the picturesque crag of Bou- 
meli Husai, on which the Robert coilege 
its enthroned, they one and all did homage 
to the institution which had made Bulgaria 
possible, by cheering lustily and causing 
the military bands to play American a'rs. 
It was the tribute of the artificer in blood 
and iron to the architects on whose designs 
they had builded the Bulgarian state. 

“But the influence of the American co!- 
lege did not stop there. When the consti- 
tutional assembly met at Tirnova to frame 
the constitution for the new born state, it 
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during the recent 


ceeded in giving the new constitution its 
extreme democratic ¢haracter, and when, 
after the Russiaus icft, the Bulgarians be- 
gan to do their own governing, it was 
again the American trained men who dis- 
Played the spirit of indenendence which 
baffled and angered the Russian generals. 
From that time to this day when one Reb- 
ert college man is prime minister of Bul- 
garia and another is Bulgarian minister at 
Constantinople, while a thir@, one of the 
ablest of them, is uhbarink minister at 
Athens, the Robert college has been a 
nursery for Bulgarian statesmen. So mark- 
ed indeed has been the influence of this one 
institution, there are same who say that 
0 fa'l the results of the Crimezn war noti- 
lag was of such permenent importance as 
the fact that it atiracted to Constantinople 
a plain American citizen from New York. 
American Influerce Growing. 
“The influence of the United Siates in the 
east is by no means confined to Robert 
cOliege. There are other institutions found- 
ed by’ Americans at Constantinople which 
are working quite as veil as tha Robert 
college, but as they educate girls instead 
of boys, they will not make their political 
infftence felt until the sons of the students 
come to man’s estate. But it is not enly at 
Constantinople that the Americans are at 
work. They are at the present moment al- 
most the only people who-, are doing any 
£00d for humanity in Asiatic Turkey. The 
Werman kaiser has fraternized with the 
assassin, and arm in arm with the infide! 
prociaimed his divine mission to protect 
the Christians of the east whom this friend 
and host has been massacreing by the thou- 
Sands for the last four years, But the. 
only protection the poor- unfortunate Chris- 
tlans receive is from English spcaking men.

They 
eschew politics. They stick to their Bible 
and their spelling book, but every year 
an increasing number of Americans and 
other orientals issue from the American 
schools familiar with the principles of the 
declaration of independence and the funda- 
mental doctrines of the American constitu- 
tion. And so the leayen is spreading 
throughout the whole land. 

“Of course such heavy new wine cannot 
be poured into the very old bottles of Turk- 
ish provinces without making itself felt. 
The Armenians, a vain and clever race, 
soon become swell-headed,. What Bulgarians 
had done they thought Armenians could 
do. As thhe Robert college men had created 
an independent Bulgaria,- they, in their 
turn, would show they could create an in- 
dependent Armenia. So they set to work; 
but alas! although they did their part of 
the work bravely enough, Russia this time 
Was in no mood to come to their rescue. 
So the sultan fell upon them in his wrath 
and delivered them over to the bashi-ba- 
zouk’ and the kurd. What followed is writ- 
ten in letters of blood and fire across the 
recent ‘history of the east. | 

“But the end is not yet. The American 
missionaries who took no part in the abor- 
tive insurrection wete net as a whole much 
nolested, They are working on, teaching, 
preaching, sowing the se d day by day, cre- 
ating the forces which will in time overturn 
the Turkish empire andetegeneriute the east. 
The Turk knows it and gnashes his teeth. 
longing for the time to come when he may 
have it out with the cursed Giaoup from 
beyond the sea. But beyond the American 
niissionary stands the British and the stl- 
tan fears to give the signal for extirpata- 
tion. Even as it is, the American mission- 
aries have not come off scot free. Oscar 
Strauss, the United States minister, has 
to collect some $100,000 due as compensation 
for the destruction of Americayg property 
troubles. The money is 
yet to be paid. It cost the sultan $8,000,900 
to entertain his friend, the Kaiser. How 
can he spare $100,000 to compensate the pes- 
tilent American? 

“T shall never forget the intense convic- 
tion with which a fanatical friend of the 
sultan once declared to me that there would 
never be a solution of the eastern question 
unti] an American missionary was impaled 
and his wife and daughters were flung into 
the pasha’s harem. He spoke more truly 
than he knew. Because within one month 
of such an outrage becoming Known to the 
American people the warships which swept 
the fleets of Spain from the sea would have 
forced the Dardenelles and exacted repara- 
tion at the ecannon’s mouth from the assas- 
sin of Stamboul. 

“And perhaps in the possibility of such a 
contingency happening any day lies the 
highest hope that humanity has for the 
extinction of the devastating despotism of 
the Turkish horde.’’

The first night session of the house was 
worse than a farce. There was a kinder- 
garten effort to filibuster against the Lane 
bill to reduce the salaries of the railroad 
commissioners, and it succeeded in prolong- 
ing the session until 9:30 o’clock. at which 
hour the house adjourned.

‘It seems reasonably certain that the true 
and aneient boundary of the stite Was 
some tweive miles north of the thirty-fifth 
parallel of norton latitude, whien parailel 
inarks the present boundary between Geor- 
gia and Teinessee and Geurgia und North 
C‘arolina. In It the general assembly of 
ihis state adopted an act, in the preamble 
iv which it was recited that the northern 
boundary was defined by the thirty-nftha 
parallel, Trois declaration has since been 
irequently repeated. 

“jn IJ8ST Georgla passed an act. declaring 
that the line between Dade county, CGeor- 
kia, and Marion and Hamilton councies, 
Tennessee, wus unsettled, and providing for 
the appo!} intment of commissione rs to meet 
similar commissioners on thg part of Ten- 
hessee, “whose duty it shall be to survey, 
establish and prociaim the true line Le- 
tween the disputed points.’ In 1ss9 ennes- 
sce adopted a reciprocal act containing 
similar recitals. The eommission so au- 
thorized by the two states has never acted. 

“It these acts are to be construed to mean 
merely thay the true location of the thirty- 
fifth parallel is in doubt, this simple ques- 
tron can be easily determined. If, however, 
the proper construction be that the true 
and ancient boundary is in dispute, then 
the whole question is opened on its merits, 
and the stute of Georgia should take ap- 
propriate action. 

“The eommittee would recommend legis- 
lation providing for the appointment of 
commissioners to consider and determine 
the whole matter: and that reciprocal leg- 
islation be invited on the part of Tennes- 
see and North Carolina. A resolution ex- 
pressing the ldeas of the committee is sub- 
mitted )herewith.’’ 

After referring td the boundary question 
and other matters Jreated in the report of 
Mr. W. A. Wimp#h, the speci vee eid 
the committee concludes with th¥s recom- 
mendation: 

“Your committee recommends that the 
Office Le not discontinued at this time. 
The value of the services rendered by the 
special attorney has far exceeded the cost 
of the offiee, and it is fair to presume that 
such will continue to be the case. When it 
.s remembered that the rental paid to the 
state by the present lessee of the road ex- 
ceeds 5 per cent on $8,000,000, and that the 
uinual cost of the office of special attor- 
ney is less than the value of two days’ 
rental, the state’s interests would seem to 
require the services of the special] attorney 
for their due protection and preservation. 
No corporation owning property of such 
magnitude would consent to dispense with 
ihe services of a nig 2m representative who 
had so successfully guarded its interests. 

“In addition peg tp mav ve termed the 
current work of the office involving new 
matters and questions that must constantly 
arise, the special work outlined and now in 
progress requires that the services of the 
special attorney be retained. The commit- 
tee begs to further say that the special at- 
torney, Hon. W. A. Wimbish, has brought 
to the discbarge of his duties a high de- 
gree of fidelity, zeal and professional abil- 
ity. His work has been eminently satis- 
factory, and in view of his special fitness 
we think the state could ill afford to lose 
the benefit of his services at this time. 

The report bears the signatures of Sen- 
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ators W. S&S. West and 8. T. Blalock. and 
Representatives A. O Blalock, Morris 
Brandon and R, A. Denny. 


THE DAY IN THE LOWER HOUSE. 


The General Tax Bill Occupies Mest of 
the Morning Session. 

On last Saturday the motion of Mr. Ellis, 
of Bibb, to reconsider the action of the 
house in passing the bill of Mr. Lane, of 
Sumter, to reduce the salaries of railroad 
commissioners in this state, was made the 
spectal order for December l7th next. This 
disposition of the matter was unfriendly 
to the bill, since its effect was to hold it 
in suspense until the last day of the ses- 
sion. Mr. Lane, of Sumter, was not in the 
house when the action in question was 
taken, and accordingly, on yesterday imme- 
diately after the confirmation of the jour- 
nal he moved to reconsider that action. 
Speaker Little ruled that the motion to re- 
consider was not in order at that time 


since the special order for the day was be- 
fore the house. Thereupon Mr. Lane moved 
tc suspend the rules for the purpose of tak- 
ing up the matter. Mr. Preeman, of Cow- 
eta, opposed the motion to suspend the 
rules on the ground that it would interfere 
with the consideration of the general tax 
pill, ©n being put to a vote the motion 
to suspend the rules was 1[ost. 

Mr. Calvin, of Richmond, offered a resolu- 
tion. which was adopted, fixing the limit 


of debate for each member who desired to 


participate in the discussion of the genera] 
tax bill at ten minutes. 


The General Tax Bill. 

The special order for the daf being the 
consideration of the general tax bill, Mr. 
Wreeman, of Cowetu, chairman of the ways 
and means committee and author of the 
pill, moved that the bjtt7De taken up In 
paragraphs. On motioh of Mr. Freeman 
the consideration of se ction 1 was de- 
ferred until the other sections of the bill 
were acted upon. This section prescribes 
the tax rate for 1899 and 1900. 

Beginning with section 2, the house then 
proceeded to dissect the general] tax bill. 
There was little controversy over the first 
ten or twelve paragraphs of this section. 
These paragraphs contain the following 
a taxes:

Action on the next paragrayhh of the bill 
was deferred until later. This paragraph 
reads:

Mr. Tatum, of Dade, proposed to amend 
by striking out $100 and substituting $250. 
Mr. Stone, of Walton, proposed to amend 
by striking out the words ‘for dealers’ in 
the first line. Mr. Stone’s amendment was 
put first. He argued that the paragraph 
was framed too loosely and that it would 


affect parties whom it ought not to affect. 
He said that he was not the champion of 
the packing houses and that he was in 
favor of increasing the tax put upon them, 
but he insisted that the paragraph would. 
operate unfairly upon parties who were 
not subject to! taxation on that score. Mr. 
Tatum opposed the amendment and de- 
clared that if the phraseology of the para- 
graph was tampered with it might de- 
feat the collection of the tax. -He declared 
that the packing houses in this state rep- 
resented one Of the e@reatest trusts in the 
country and that in consideration of the 
money Which they took out of the state 
they ought to be required to pay com- 
mensurate taxes into the treasury of the 
state. In the interest of harmony, the 
whole matter was laid on the table for the 
present. Most of the members seem to be 
in favor of making the tax on packing 
houses $259.

Mr. Park’s Amendment. 

Before section 16 was adopted in full Mr. 
Park, of Greene, proposed the addition of 
the following question: ‘“‘What property do 
you own or hold in your contro] or custody 
which is not subject to taxation?’ He 
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stated that taxpayers ofien labored under 
the idea that certain property was not sub- 
ject to taxation when in fact it was sub- 
ject to taxation and that in this way it 
might be possible tot reach property which 
now escapes the digest. Mr. Slaton, of Ful- 
ton, opposed the motion on the ground that 
it was none of the state’s business to in- 
quire into the ownership of property which 
Was not subject to taxation. Most of the 
members differed with Mr. Slaton. On being 
put to vote the amendment was passed. 
When the hour of adjournment arrived the 
house adjourned until 7:30 p. m, 


Night Session of House. 

The night session of the legislature, at 
Which a strong effort was made by Mr 
Lane, of Sumter, to reconsider the setion 
of the house {n naming December 17th as 
the time for the reconsideration of the 
bill to reduce the salaries of the state de- 
railroad commissioners, came to a ¢lose 
after a childish but suceessfu] attempt to 
defeat an earlier consideration of the mat- 
ter, 

The scene on tire floor of the house at the 
conclusion of the regular order of business, 
and after the motion of Mr. Lane to recon- 
sider lad been made, was one that excited 
the deepest interest of the gallery, but 
Which had the effect of defeating needed 
legi@iation. The occasion was also one 
that called for a knowledge of the elemen- 
tary principles of parliamentary Jaw n 
the part of the filibustering minority, but 
while the majority continued to filibuster 
with great persistence, the knowledge of 
the art was found to be altogether lacking. 

Motion ai ‘ter motion Was made to ad- 
journ by members without the transaction 
of any busfness between the successive 
motions andthe suggestions of the speaker 
that such motions were clearly out of or- 
der did not change the tactics of the mi- 
nority. 

The principal bill introduced at the nigut 
session was by Mr. Calv:n, of Richmond, 
asking for Iecgislative intervention against 
hunting on any Jand in the state, whether 
or not it was posted, unless the consent of 
the owner or lessee was first obtained. 

The motion met with strong opposition 
from Mr. Blalock, of Iayvette, who moved 
that the matter be indefinitely postponed, 
A question arose as to the debatability of 
the motion, and the speaker held that «& 
was debatable. A motion to lay on the 
table was made and passed. 

Upon taking up the sections of the ‘iouse 
tax bill, Mr. Slaton, of Fulton, moved to 
reconsider the amendment to section 10. 
The section, as is originally read, called 
for the administration of the oath re- 
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quired under the act of October 2, Isso, to

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The President’s Message. 

The message of the president of the 
United States, read to both houses of 
congress yesterday, is a disappointing 
document. 

After all the important events of the 
past summer the people were led to ex- 
pect a definite statement as to the re- 
sponsibilities which we have assumed 
as a result of the late war, as well as a 
suggestion concerning the policies by 
which we propose to be controlled. 

kor the first time in the history of the 
country our flag is waving over foreign 
soil, with the prospect of a continuance 
there. What is to be done with these 
new possessions? How are they to be 
governed? What concessions, if any, 
will have to be made in order to admit 
of the retention of these countries? . All 
of these questions are far-reaching and 
of interest to our whole people. 

Our people have been used to reaching 
legal conclusions through the joint ac- 
tion of the president and of congress, yet 
in this important era, we find the presi- 
dent and his cabinet moving along, mak- 
ing history without asking co-operation 
of the legislative branch of the govern- 
ment, as muci as if to say that they had 
but little to do with it. The questions 
involved in the possession and control 
of foreign soil are too deep to be con- 
sidered lightly, and the best talent of 
congress, as well as the patriotic en- 
deavors of the president, should be unit- 
ed in reaching a conclusion, 

It is because of this failure to present 
the full-question of foreign control to 
congress that the people will] regard the 
message as disappointing. Instead of a 
disclosure of policy, rendered nec@ssary 
by recent developments, the message is 
but a resume of historical facts already 
known. It sheds no light upon the situ- 
ation. ‘ 

It is to be hoped that Mr. McKinley 
will not fail to send in. at an early day, 
a special message in which these mat- 
ters will be fully treated. 


Some Philippine Questions. 

There is one aspect of the Philippine 
question likely to create some embar- 
rassment to the republicans before thev 
are through with it, and that is the ‘‘open 
daor” policy. This policy, in the very 
nature of things, bids farewell to the 
principle of protection and l@aves Mr. 
Dingley a lonely wreck amid the storm. 
Therepublicans perceive this very clear- 
ly, and they are trying to avoid the in- 
evitable consequence by remarking that 
the Philippines are not to be made into 
a territory at all, but are to be governed 
as colonies or dependencies. But this 
simply gives color to the cry of imperial- 
ism. In other words, if our new posses- 
sions are to be governed outside the con- 
stitution, then there is no adventure we 
may not pursue, no scheme one may nol 
undertake outside the constitution, 

Senator Morgan, for instance, is quot- 
ed as declaring that the constitution 
“does not enter into the question at all. 
That document”—observe the suggestion 
of flimsiness conveyed by the locution— 
**that paper was designed to control mat- 
ters between the states and territories 
and did not concern itself about outside 
matters.’”’” Now, we have found this 
statement in the newspapers apart from 
its context, if it had any; but if it means 
what it says, it is, indeed, a most amaz- 
ing remark to come from a lifelong 
democrat. It is so amazing that if the 
idea it conveys is to be taken seriously, 
the country may as well put up the 
shutters and hide from public gaze some 
of the political wares which it has had 
on exhibition for many years. 

“That document’’—to-wit, the consti- 
tution—‘‘was designed” as a basis for a 
government of the people. and on that 
basis the republic has been erected. It 
not only concerns itself with domestic, 
but with outside matters and marks the 
extent and limits of our government and 
its functions. If. we are to understand 
mins Morganjas meaning that extra 
constitutiona! législation will be neces- 
sary to settle our relations with 
newly-acquired possessions, then the re- 
publicans have no right to complain at 
the clamor of those who are erving out 
imperialism. 
matters of this kind. 
al legislation is unconstitutional legisla- 
tion. and congress, being a constitutional 
body, is not likely to enter upon such an 
adventure with its eyes open. 

We say this with no intention of criti- 
cising Senator Morgan. It is simply im- 
possible that he could have made the re- 
mark we have quoted. He has been 
misinterpreted or misrepresented by 
some thoughtless reporter or corre- 
spondent. The senator may have made 
some statement that could be twisted 
into what we have quoted, but he is too 
eareful of his words and too good a dem- 
ocrat to even seem to ignore constitu- 
tional guidance in such matters. 

Fortunately, the Philippines have been

It is unnecessary to mince 
Iextra-constitut'on- 
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acquired by & republican administration, 
and democrats may discuss the various 
methods of adjusting and settling the 
matter Without appéaring to interfere 
with “the results of our late war.” Should 
the senate ratify the treaty, the moment 
it does so the new territory falls under 
the purview of the constitution, and such 
government as is set up there must be 
in accordance with the provisions of the 
constitution. We cannot go outside of 
that instrument to find a government 
that will fit the occasion and the emer- 


gency. We shall have to get along the 


best we can under the constitution. 

“We cannot,” as The New York Times 
suggests, “possess and control the Philip- 
pine islands without making them a part 
of the territory of the United States.” 
In the very nature of things, the islands 
will become a part of the territory of the 
United States when they are once the 
property of the republic. To say other- 
wise is to set up a quibble instead of a 
fact. We may not, indeed, give them a 
form of government such as we have 
given in the past to other parts of our 
territory; but nevertheless we cannot 
help from’ bringing them under our con- 
Stitution. Congress has power to dis- 
pose of such territory and to make all 
needful rules and regulations respecting 
it; but these things will have to be done 
under the constitution and not outside 
of it. It may not be necessary or judi- 
cious to erect the Philippines into what 
we call technically a territory—a name 
that we use for a form of government— 
but whatever igs done will have to be 
done within the constitution and not 
outside of it. 

As congress is empowered to “make 
all] needful rules and regulations respect- 
ing the territory or other property be- 
longing to the United States,’ naturally 
it has the power to make a different 
tariff for different possessions, but the 
“open door” policy in the Philippines 
will be an open blow to the principle of 
protection. 

Worthy of Note. 

One very curious development is re? 
ferred to by The Springfield Republican. 
A public official may, as Mayor Quincy, 
of Boston, has done, establish a public 
printing plant, a public bath, Sunday 
municipal concerts, etce., and no cry of 
“socialist” or ‘‘anarchist” is raised 
against him; but the moment that this 
public ownership movement takes an- 
other direction, as in the case with the 
movement of the mayor of Toledo, Ohio, 
then the air becomes thick with clamor 
against ‘‘socialism.’ 

The mayor of Toledo wants a city 
plant for the mantfacture of fuel gas, 
and city control of the electric lighting 
plant, and other things. IT°or this he is 
abused. | 

The mavor of Boston, proceeding along 
precisely the game lines, is praised. 
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An Echo of Billbynumism. 

The Chicago Chronicle, which is afflict- 
ed with the billbynum stripe of demo- 
cracy, continues to worry itself about 
the attitude of Georgia with respect to 
the 10 per cent tax on state bank issues, 
and it also continues to make slanderous 
references to the southern people, dis- 
playing, in the midst of much impoteat 
malice, an ignorance that would be piti- 
able were it not ludicrous. 

Referring to the fact that the Georgia 
legislature has been considering a meas- 
ure intended to test the constitutionality 
of this tax, The Chronicle asks: “How 
we are to account for it in the face of 
history?” In the face of history? Does 
the “‘face’’ of history suggest that people 
should rest quietly under an unconstitu- 
tional restriction? The Chronicle doesn't 
charge that Georgia contemplates a wild- 
cat scheme, “but that she proposes to 
break down the old barrier that keeps 
back the wild confusion of circulating 
note issues under the forty-six different 
laws of as many states.” 

But if the barrier is unconstitutional 
should it be allowed to stand? Will states 
that do not need an addition to tneir 
volume of currency be likely to establish 
banks of issue? Or, if they establish 
such institutions, is it not reasonable to 
suppose that all the financial experience 
which has been accumulated during the 
war will be sufficient to induce them to 
surround the banks with all the neces- 
sarv safeguards? 

The ignorance of The Chronicle seems 
to extend to all branches of this subject. 
[t doesn’t know that the wild-cat banks 
were not state banks, and it seems to be- 
lieve that the notes of such banks would 
be ‘fiat’ monev! Why, “fiat” money is 
the kind that people are compelled to 
take in settlement of a debt: legal-tender 
money. The notes of state banks are not 
legal-tender at all; they are not nfoney; 
they are simply promises %>-payv money, 
and no person is required to accept them. 
Their circulation would depend largely 
on the character and standing of the Men 
managing the bank, and on the laws un- 
der which the notes are issued, 

‘The Chronicle has much to say about 
a ‘uniform?’ currency. Well, we have in 
the greenbacks a uniform currency, and 
we venture to say that, when the issue 
comes up, the editor wil] be in favor of 
retiring this legal-tender monev, and 
substituting therefor the notes of banks. 
More than that, he will be willing to 
place the whole control of the currency 
in the hands of the banks. with power 
to contract oF expand it at their will and 
pleasure, 


Francis Josef’s Semi-Centenary. 

The celebration of the semi-centennial 
of the inauguration of Francis .Josef, as 
emperor of Austria, passed off in a very 
quiet manner, 

The Austrian emperor hag met with 
many misfortunes during the fifty veavs 
of rule which has been accorded him. 
He found himself ushered into power 
during the troublous days of 1848, when 
scarce a crown in Lurope was safe. The 
shake-up in the house of Hapsburg was 
such that one emperor abdicated, the 
heir to the throne, his brother, got out 
of the way, and his son, Francis Josef, 
then a young:*man, consented to accept 
the situation. Almost immediately he 
began to see the power and the prestige 
of the Hapsburgs fade away. There was 
trouble in Ilungary and in the Italian 
provinces. Hungary was subdued, but 
subsequently the Italian provinces were 
wrenched from Ausirian rule. There 
was a gleam of ambition in the selection 
of Maximilian for the imperial throne of 
Mexico, which was overshadowed later 
by the tragedy which cost that ill-fated 
prince his life. Then the crowning de- 
feat of Austria came when first she was 
forced by Bismarck to vield the premier- 
ship among German siates to Prussia, 
and later on, when her legions were scat- 


tered in confusion upon the field of Sa-. 


dowa, 

Accompanying these political defeats, 
there were domestic troubles enough to 
overshadow any light. The mysterious 
tragedy in which the crown prince, Ru-

dolph, lost his life was only exceeded by 
that other tragedy in which the Empress 
Elizabeth fell beneath the stee! of an as- 
sassin. Thus, heirless, sonless and wife- 
less, the old man enjoyed a sad sem!- 
centenary in thinking over the politica! 
‘and domestic wreck which had come 
upon himself and his country. Yet it 
must be stated that among the sover- 
eigns of Europe, Francis Josef was ever 
humane and kind-hearted, easy of ap- 
proach, confirmed in the opinion that 
he was the father of his people, and anx- 
ious at all times to serve their interests 
to the best of his ability. 

With the ringing down of the curtain 
which shall hide from view forever the 
figure of Francis Josef, Austria will en- 
ter upon a dangerous career in which it 
is not unsafe to say the empire will go 
to pieces. : 
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The Grass Widow. 

The grass widow is becoming a figure 
entirely too numerous in the United 
States. 

In a recent report made by Labor Com- 
missioner Roselle, of the state of Mis- 
souri, on the workings of the state em- 
ployment bureau in St. Louis, it is shown 
that 70 per cent of the women who ap- 
ply for work are what is known as grass 
widows. The commissioner says that 
most of these female applicants come 
from outside cities, notably from Chi- 
cago, New York and Cincinnati, and 
that as a rule they are young and pre- 
possessing. 

There is in this statement abundant 
material for thoughtful consideration. 
The growing disregard for the marriage 
tie, which renders the sundering of the 
marital relation a matter of little or no 
moment to those who enter into it, must 
be at all times a matter of deep solici- 
tude. When young mén and young wo- 
men become so lost to the old traditions 
that they enter upon marriage merely 
as an experiment, ready to throw it aside 
for any trivial cause, it is time to ask: 
what is the remedy? This growing evil 
has sprung out of the adoption of di- 
vorce laws, out of the familiarity with 
which people talk of such laws, and of 
the readiness with which they resort to 
them. There was a time when it was 
considered a matter of great public inter- 
est when one such couple could be found. 
But vear after year, fhe divorce court 
has been filled to such an extent that 
they seem to have lost all terror for cer- 
tain people, and thus it is that we find 
grass widows in all our large cities, and 
even in some of our gmaller ones. <Ac- 
cording to the report just quoted, the 
majority of these women are young and 
good-looking. They had either been the 
too-ready victims of scoundrels or had a 
too great reliance upon. their own 
charms to regard the obligation which 
they undertook when they married. 

We need a return to that good old 
fidelity with which people of past gen- 
erations mated for better or for worse, 
with no divorce-law inducements hela 
up to view, and with no other sense of 
duty ahead but thatof being true to each 
other until the great arbiter—death— 
should separate them.

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EDITORIAL COMMENT. 


The October number of-The Farm and 
Dairy, published at Sydney, Australia, con- 
tains an interesting account of the Hawkes- 
located at tich- 
mond, forty miles northwest from Sydney. 
This fourshing and practical school is the 
of a farm acres of poor 
lt-is supplemented by two other fields 
for experimental farms, which possess rich 
soil, hut are located. respectively, at Wagga 
and Brisbant. It is planned to have intend- 
ing students pass initiatory studv and work 
at the. experiment farms and complete 
their science at Richmond. At 
Richmond the teaching force consists of a 
principal, science master, farm foreman, 
experimentalist, orchareist, dairy instruc- 
tor, carpenter, poultry and bee expert, 
blacksmith, baker and engineer. The plan 
of the college is to thoroughly weld science 
and practice. Students pass from the lec- 
ture room direct to the microscopic hall or 
to the chemical laboratory—studying one 
day, busy in the field the next. One hun- 
dred students fill all the available dormi- 
tory) rooms, each paying $125 per year for 
his subsistence and giving his toil for his 
instruction. In case of sickness a hospital 
and trained nurse are available. This col]- 
lege course presupposes that every farmer 
must Know how to produce everything 
necessary to self-support as a farmer, even 
though he is engaged in specific lines of 
agriculture, hence every student is instruct- 
ed practically in all fundamental processes 
of farming. Crop production: stock breed- 
ing and raising; mitk, cheese and butter 
producing and marketing; fodder produc- 
tion and storage; scientific feeding of ani- 
mais; manure production and manufacture 
from bones; purchase, protection and re- 
pair of farm implements; experiments with 
new and with rotated crops; poultry, bee 
and fruit economy, all find a place in the 
curriculum of this flourishing institution. 
Ample stables and machine shops, silo and 
manure pits, and modern creamery are 
part of the equipment, together with 1,000 
sheep, 130 imported cows and fifty horses.

Dr. A. C. True, director of the office of' 
experiment stations, in his report to the 
Secretary of agriculture of the operations 
of that office during the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1898, states that the agricultural 
experiment stations are, as a rule, working 
more thoroughly and _ efficiently for the 
benefit of American agriculture than ever 
before. The appropriation of $720,600 
congress for the support of the stations was 
supplemented by over $400,000 state funds. 
While the number and importance of insti- 
tutions organized for scientific researches 
on tehalf of agriculture are constantly in- 
creasing in all parts of the world, nowhere 
has so comprehensive und efficient a 
tem of experimen’ stations been establish- 
ed as in the United States. The stations 
should be made stiN more effective, and to 
this end they should everywhere be organ- 
ized and conducted with a view to securing 
the most economical and efficient service 
for the benefit of agriculture. Their plans 
of work should be carefully made and ecar- 
ried out. by thoroughly trained experts who 
can give the necessary time and energy to 
the research work. Other duties should not 
be allowed to encroach on the time set 
apart for original investigation, and the 
compilation should give way to the ac-

A 
number .of councilmen seemed to regard 
the act as an effort to usurp the authority 
of the city council and to force it to do 
something which, according to the state- 
ment of several members yesterday, it is 
rot able to do at this time. Representative 
Knowles, who introduced thef bill, was 
present at the meeting, and stated that he 
was prompted by a petition signed by over 
a thousand names, including some of the 
representative citizens of the city. Mr. 
Knowles also said he had been told that 
seven members of council were in favor 
ef the bili. 

The movement, it seems, emanated from 
Jthe citizens of the west side, who have 
! been working assiduously for many years 
to get rid of the crematory at the present 
Bite. They claim the garbage hauling 
through that residence section is a nuis- 
ance, and that as their numerous appeals 
to council have proved futile, they de- 
cided to appeal to the legislature. Sev- 
eral prominent citizens trom tie wesi 
side were present yestercay afternoon, and 
Alderman Mayson championed their cause. 
lie told how they had suffered on account 
of the crematory, and took the position 
that council should not pass any measure 
tending to defeat the legislative bill, in 
that council itself thad refused to grant 
any relief. Councilman Thompson was 
strong in his position that the legislature 
should not pass such a measure, and from 
the vote, a large majority of the coun- 
cilmen were with him.

Chief among the matters considered was 
the passage of the following resolution rel- 
ative to the new federal prison to be lo- 
cated here, which puts the council cn rec- 
ord as being in favor of donating the land 
for this purpose. 

By Alderman Rice: “Resolved, “hat the 
finance committee, with the mayor, is here- 
by authorized to enter into negotiutions 
with the authorities of the United States, 
for the location and the furnishing ol a 
site for the new federal prison to ve located 
in or near Atlanta, and to report their 
findings and agreements to the gcneral 
council for its approval.’’ > 

Councilman Lumpkin also iniroduced a 
resolution practically to the same effect, 
except that it specified the old water wi rks 


| property, or as much thereof as necessary, 


for the site. Both resolutions were passed 
by the council, but the aldermanic board, 
in special session immediately after the ad- 
journment of the council, passed the Rice 
resolution and held up the other. 

Armed with this resolution adopted, May- 
or Collier wiil go to Washington Saturday 
to confer with the authorities.

immediately in the rear of the station 
sergeant’s desk is a large vault ia which 
ali the effects taken from the prisoners are 
kept. In this vault are old knives, pistols 
and whisky, along with ail ‘surts of second 
Land merchandise. 

Yesterday afternoon about 1 o'clock Sta- 
tion Sergeant Braselton discovered smoke 
pouring from the vault and_he threw open 
the door and found flames cating the wood- 
en pigeon holes in which the goods are 
kept in alphabetical order, at the same time 
there were explosions like the report of a 
pistol. A few buckets of water extinguished 
the flames. There wus no excitement and 
very litthe damage, and but for the smoke 


no one about the barracks would huve 
knewn that there had been a fire. 
At 2 o'clock Sergeant Braselton was in 


the act of taking a reporter of The Con- 


stitution into The vault to show him what 
the fire had done and as the officer was 


walking toward his desk he suddenly cricd 
VUL: 

“Look there, it is on fire again.’’ 

A cloud of smoke was pouring from the 
air vents in the sides of the vault and from 
the crevices about the floor, 

The se rye ant ran to the hydrant outside. 
l‘or some unknown reason the water did 
not flow and he seized a bucket filled with 
water and rushed into the vault with it. 
Une bucketfu] extinguished the fire, which 
was burning in exactly the same place it 
had ignited before. 

The loss did not amount to much and 
valuable article destroyed 
was a coat which belongs to Station Ser- 
seant Bonnell, which he values merely be- 
cause it is an antique wardrobe relic. 

Gut the mystery of the tire is what is 
bothering the officers at the barracks, for 
the most rigid inspection failed to disclose 
the cause of the blaze. Where the fire was 
discovered there were some matches, but 
not a box was burned. There were old 
shoes, old umbrellas and a lot of papers, 
bat not a thing which might have caused 
the fire, except one, and that is so hypothet- 
ically scientific al that those who have 
thought of 70 do not wish to be quoted. 

Right where the fire started there was 
a row of bottles, half-filled with whisky, 
that kind of whisky which is said to be sold 
for the dual purpose of making drunk 
come and for pecuniary profit,°a kind of 
aleoholic praduction which is in truth fire- 
water. There are cases on record, according 
to selentitic research, ‘where certain chem- 
cals can ignite by spontaneous combus- 
tion, It may, or it May not, be that a flask 
of this whisky exploded in the police vault.

“I did eall the aftention of Mr. Barbour 
to this, but there was no unpleasantness. I 
do not know about the ice for Judge Néw- 
man, but I suppose any man may Buy ah- 
other ice whenever he chooses. This morn- 
ing 1 asked one of the gentiemen employed 
in this office g0 to Mrs. Barbour and 
see if she needed help. He went and she 
answered that she did not know’ yet, as 
Mr. Barbour carried a life insurance policy 
and she would have to about it. The 
gentleman from my office asked Mrs. Bar- 
bour what it was Mr. Barbour said be- 
fore he shot himself and replied: ‘He 
said that there wus hell play at. the 
custom house.’ 

“Her little who was standing by, 
said: ‘Yes, and he said here, too, mamma.’ 
Another gentleman in the building said that 
Mr. Barbour was drunk when he went 
home Saturday night. As to his treatmént 
by me, you can ask any one in the building 
and they will teil you that I treated him 
with conskleration, as I do every one, high 
or low.

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AYPEAL TO THE COLORED RACE. 


Editor Constitution: As the public mind 
of the nation is at present deeply con- 
cerned about the “negro problem’”’ in the 
states of the south, being a southern ne- 
gro, born, reared, educated and living 
here, having no other hope but to be 
buried here, as most of my people will, I 
wish to appeal to my race and to the 
friends of my race: to adopt such a line 
of poltcty as will produce the greatest 
blessings to us and our children. 

Iam well aware that what I am about to 
Say will not be popuiar with my people, nor 
with the “talented tenth’’ of my people; 
but as I am not seeking popularity, only 
as the best and highest interest of my 
people is popular. I appeal to you to 
lend me your ears' I venture to counsel 
you, presuming that We are to live here in 
the south for many generations. Then, 
“Under the conditions, what?” since it 
is a condition that confronts us, dafid not 
a theory. The theory is: We are citl- 
zens entitled to all the rights and liberties 
under the United States and state consti- 
tutions that any other citizens enjoy: that 
the right of life, liberty and the pursuits of 
life should not be denied to us without 
due process of law. But the eondition 
which confronts us in the enjoyment of 
the above constitutional right is :A young, 
ignorant, ftnexperienced, poor and heipless 
race, ilving in the midst of an old, edu- 
cated, experienced, rich and powerful race. 
I ask under such unfavorable conditions 
for the full exercise of our consticuiional 
r.ghts, what is the wisest course for us to 
pursue? Now, there is a vast aifference 
between theory amd practice. he theory 
of the law may be all right, but you know 
the race has had a very hard road. to 
travel in practicing it, Jt has been Ilke 
crossing a bridgeless river. The law gave 
us the right to cross it, but leaves us to 
bulld the bridge of education, morality and 
Wealth ourselves, with the heip of our 
friends, both north and south. It takes 
time to complete that kind of a bridge. 
Note this fact: History speaks in our be- 
half, and says we have builded more rap- 
idiy than any other race recorded in its 
catalogue of races Now let us clamor 
less about our rights to cross and put 
forth greater efforts toward building the 
bridge upon which to cross. Let us build 
the bridge first and then see will there be 
any objections raised as our rights to 
cross over into the privileges of the law 
and the’ constitution. We must accept 
conditions as we find them and work out 
ef them patiently and wisely. We should 
be as wise to accept eonditions beyond our 
control as an old eelored man did once 
when he was endeavoring to reach a rail- 
road station in ordermo catch the train for 
the elty in which he had some important 
business, As the story goes, he was 
overt: ken by a white min who was going 
to the station to catch the same train and 
both of them were behind time. The old 
colored man asked the white man toa let 
him ride with him in his buggy. This he 
refused to do, but said to the colored 
bother, you ean hold on to the back of 
my buggy if you wish. Now, the question 
for the &ld colored man to decide was—ho!ld 
on to the buggy and catch the train, 
or walk on quarrelling with the white man 
and get left. He held on to. that buggy, 
caught the train, attended to his. bus- 
iness in the city and was happy. The 
buggy was not his and he was too honest 
to fret about it, lie simply accepted tl 
inevitable condition. Did he lose or gain? 
It ts raining, and you have no umbrella. 
A man allows you to share his. Don’t in- 

itt him if he holds most of it over h'm- 

He is simply’ doing what you would 
, That's human nature, 
you don't like it Stop 
store and buy one and the 
complaint will be removed. My race has 
been on the ground contending with the 
*“‘bear,’’ and has taken the adviee of poli- 
ticians and bad leaders up the tree. We 
should court the good will of the ‘Shear 
and pay no attentiOn to tue ill advice of 
man up the tree that is rendering -us 
ussistance, put whose vol¢e only makes 
‘pear’ more ferocious. We should not al- 
low anyone to so mislead as to arry

J have often thought it would be wise if 
the southern negro especially d'd not lay 
claim to any particular party. and tien no 
One will know how he will vote until he 
has voted; that fs, vote for good men and 
good measures in all parties: and the race 
friction would be greatly lessened. : SUV 
this because the condition demands it.

afford to be radical in any of our demands.

The under-dog in the 
fight cannot hope for.his chances to be as 
favorable the one on top. His desirea 
and ambition may be all right, but his 
eondition is bad. My friends, we must 
work and a just as all other races 
have done. We cannot hope to get and en- 
Joy that which nost us nothing. 

‘ivilization and real liberty, bongs bless- 
es resulting therefrom are to be bought 
and not given. No race hus been or can be 
legisiated into them. But any race can 
grow into them by education, culture, hon- 
esty and wealth. But I repeat; that kind 
of growth is slow. The other powerful 
races of the world have been centuries 
growing up to their present status. We 
have only been growing thirty-five years. 
Can a six-year-old boy wear his ‘‘daddy’s” 
breeches and get along well? No. Neither 
can we, as a young race, wear well the full 
citizenship of this country. We are simply 
not grown yet; but We are growing—grow- 
ing in the head of eduation, in the hands 
of industry and wealth, in the body of 
Christianity and in the feet of upright- 
ness and morality. AS a race we are debt- 
ors, as well creditors. We have recetved. 
and are receiving now, a great many good 
things from the white man for which we 
are not able to pay. He is an object lesson 
to us {n all things noble and inspiring. We 
follow his legd in the arts, sciences, mu- 
sic, religion and all things that maketh a 
race, A great many of our leaders and 
friende think that since freedom took the 
race out his sick bed of bond age, that it is 
in good thealth: but the face is vet a very 
sick man, It is now using the proper med- 
icine in schools and churches, and we must 

wait on the effect of the medicine. All sick 
patients have it to do; so must We as a 
race. Culture and brain, not. color and 
race, tell in the progress of all races, in 
ali times and in all climes, During the 
process of engrafting the negro race into 
the body politic of tae United States, it {is 
not surprising that some of the twigs 
wither and die: It {s a condition which 
confronts us as a race, and we just as well 
to make up our minds to accept it and by 
the help of God and the great balm of the 
brotherhood of us all in Christ. work out 
our Tights and liberties patiently and 
wisely.

JUSTIN H. M’CARTHY THURSDAY 


Former Member of Parliament Speaks 


at the Grand. 

Huntly McCarthy, for eight 
of the British house of 
commons, will lecture at the Grand on 
Thursday night. His subject will be the 
“Victorian Epoch in English History.” 

The Bookman says of Mr. McCarthy: 
“The young ex-member of the house of 
commons is not only qualified tor his task 
as a lecturer through his historical re- 
searches, but he is known as a finished 
platform speaker and an entertaining talker 
on the topics with which he fs familli: ir. Mr. 
McCarthy, it may be said, was the first to 
translate the Rubaiyat of Omar Khayyam 
into English prose. 

The Rubaiyat is one of the great Persian 
poems. Omar Khayyam was a philosopher

PHILLIPS IS NOT GUILTY 


He Was Charged with Shooting C. G. 
Love in Police Barracks. 


FEW VERDICTS OF NOT GUILTY RETURNED 


Sixteen Cases Were Disposed of During 
the Day—Murder Cases Will Be 
Taken Up Tomorrow. 


The December session of the Fulton coun- 
ty criminal court was convened yesterday 
morning. Judge Candler, immediately after 
arriving in the courtroom, began the or- 
ganization of the court. The jurors were 
impaneled and the cases on the docket 
were called. Sixteen cases were Cisposed 
of during the day. The shortest cases 
were taken up first, the greater number of 
these being burglary cases. The number of 
small negroes who were tried by the court 
was greater than for any term of: the 
court in several vears. 

The most important cases tried during 
the day was that against Private Phillips, 
of the Second Georgia regiment, who was 
charged with shooting C. G. Love, while 
both of them were confined in the: police 
barracks. Phillips was acquitted, as tnere 
were no witnesses who could positively 
sweat that he did the shooting Another 
soldier was confined in the eell, and al- 
though Love testified while on the stand 
that he knew Phillips shot him, it was 
shown that it was possible for him to be 
mistaken. 

Love was shot just under the left ear, 
the bullet coming out at the back of the 
neck. The jury was out but a short time be- 
fore a verdict of not guilty was brought in. 

Georgia Coppage was sent to the peni- 
tentiary for three years for stealing the 
trousseau of a young lay. Georgia took the 
entire outfit, trunk and all. Little evidence 
was required to convict her of the charge. 
Georgia Johnson was convicted of stealing 
$540 from her mistress, after she had been 
in the latter's employ for over five years, 
Israel Dean New York Freeman was con- 
victed of burglary. He entered a plea of 
guilty and wus sentenced to three years 
in the penitentiary. 

H. V. Fain, a well known voung white 
man, was charged with assault to murder, 
but the charge was changed to assault und 
battery and the prisoner entered a plea of 
guilty. Judge Candler fined him $150, to 
include all costs. He was given until Mon- 
day to pay the fine. 

J. B. Williams and Leonard Lewis were 
arraigned for stealing pocketbooks. They 
were little fellows, like many others 
brought Lefore the bar of justice during 
the day. 

All of the small cases will he disposed of 
today and the longer cases and graver of- 
fenses will be inves tigated Wednesday.

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DR. PAYNE DEMANDED PAY. 


He Wants Either the Laboratory or 
Compensation from the 
State. 

Dr. George T. Payne, former st 
ist. insists on having the laboratory 
agricultural department or pay from 
state. 

The state paid him $3,500 a few years ago 
and it was understood at that time that the 
payment was full compensation for the 
laboratory which the chemist brought — 
Macon and loaned to the state eight years 
ago. 

When the joint committee 
and house which has been investigating the 
former chemist’s claim to the laboratory, 
requested ‘him to appear and make a state- 
ment, he declined. He was, however, repre- 
sented by an attorney, Mr. C. J. Haden. 

When Colonel O. B. Stevens, the present 
commissioner of agriculture, went into of- 
fice, he found that Dr. Payne was moving 
some boxes from the statehouse, Colone!] 
Stevens asked him what he was taking 
away, and Dr. Payne stated that it Was 
personal property, Colonel Stevens asked 
for the keys to the laboratory and request- 
ed the chemist not to move anything more 
until they could have an inventory made 
of everything in the laboratory. Dr. Payne 
claimed the whole laboratory, saying that 
he*“had loaned one to the state eight years 
before. The legislature has been appropriat- 
ing $1,000 a year for the maintenance of the 
laboratory. 

If the legislature does not authorize pay- 
ment of his claim, it is understood that the 
ex-chemist will attempt to get the labora- 
tory by resort to the courts.
